1 . DEPARTMENT APPRECIATES ADDITIONAL ARGUMENTATION AND 
CLARIFICATION PROVIDED REFTEL (A). WE SEE NO DISAGREEMENT 
OVER BASIC POINT, WHICH IS THAT A NET INCREASE IN EC PRE- 
FERENCES ON CITRUS ALONG THE LINES PROPOSED BY THE COMMIS- 
SION WOULD SUBSTANTIALLY INCREASE THE COMPETITIVE 
DISADVANTAGE OF US CITRUS EXPORTERS IN THE EC AND WOULD 
THEREFORE BE UNACCEPTABLE. UE ARE ALSO SENSITIVE TO 
POLITICAL VALUE OF AVOIDING A HEAD-ON ATTACK ON THE PROPOSAL
